Underftanding, as to the Publick Affzirs of Eu- 
rope; and of fuch I would ask, whether it is 
worle, that the Proteftant Religion fhould not 


be replanted in Poland, or foould be fupplanted 


in Enpland, Holland, and Germiny? 
a if ae whole Liberty and Religion of Europe 
were not at Stake; if the French Power were 
not breaking in upon usall at the Gap the Swedes 
bave made in our Confederated Strength, I fhou'd 
be fo far of their mind. 

Nor that it is Material ro me, or very ealy to 
decide, between the Religion of two Kings ; I 
am fure the Roman Catholicks fay, one is no 
true Convert to them; and as to the ditference 
between a Lurkeran King, and a half turn’d Ca- 
tholick King, I do not very well underfiand it 5 


I have no extraordinary Opinion of either, as 
to Religion, seither is it at all concern’d i this 
Difpute. 

The Duke of Saxony chang’d his Religion for 
the Kingdom of Poland; and if there were 
Crowns and Kingdoms for all the Dukes in 
Chriftendom , upon the Ferms of changing 
their Religion, I believe no Man will undertake 
to tell me, how many Dukesjwould be left. 

Would any Man put the Queftion to me,what 
Religion the €ardinal Primate is of, who con- 
cfary co the infallible Diétates of, and his Cano- 
aical {worn Obedience to the Pope, and in Con- 
tempt even of Excommunication threatned, is 
gone over toa Heretick Prince, as be calls bim, 
to Depofe for him a Catholick Convert King, 
and dues not know, but the Swede, che next 
ftep he takes, may (et up himfelf or fume other 
Proteftanct Heretick, and fo fubvert the Roman 
Catholick Religion in all the Kingdom of Poland, 

The Prefent Difputes therefore on both fide , 
have no relation tu Religion lepacated from the 
general Safety. ; 

To efpoufe the Swedes Quarrel, in hopes of 
Eftablifhing the Proteftant Religion in Poland,

voy, fo the King of Portugal; the prefent Cafe 
requires us to confider, mbo will belp us againft 
French Powers not what Religion he is of? If 
a Man was Drowning, and another came to 
help him cur, would he ask him what Religion 
he was of, hefore he gave him his hand? or 
wovid he cry help me firft, and talk of that at- 
terwards? He that will nelp Frexch Power a- 
giinft us, isan Enemy to England, and the Pub- 
lick Intereft of Europe, by what Name or Titie 
foever bis Religion, if be was any, is Dignited 
ar Diftinguiih’d. 

The K:ng of Poland is a Protefrant, in the 
Sence of the Prefent Allyance, and. muft be Sup- 
ported ard Defended with all the Powers of the 
Confederacy, or they are out of their Sences, 
and may be faid to Confedcrate againft them- 
felves. 

On the other hand, all.thofe Kings, in the 
Sence we are {peaking of, are Papilts, rank 
French Papifts, and ought to be treated as fech, 
Thar to the utmoft of their Power, are pulling 
down the Protefeant Religion in Europe, and In- 
troducing French Tyranny, aod Univerfal Mo- 
narchy, to the Ruin of usall ; 

Then you muft fuppofe the-Swede to be blind to 
Eis own Intereft, faysa Grave Objector, to be as- 
tempting the Ruin of ‘bimfelf, and are making kim 

tter for Bedlam than a Crown 

Even jut fo mad as he is, fo Mad I am for 
making him to be; and if it be the Misfortune of 
any Monarch not to open his Eyes, muft2llthe 
Eyes of Europe he put outto bear him Company ? 
1; any Prince fuffers his Ambition to ftan¢-in 
the light of his real Intereit; it he confiders his 
Glory rather than his Pofterity, and immediate 
Conqueft rather than future Safety ; Europe witl 
do him a kindnefs to open his Eyes, and he will 
thank them hereafter, for preventing him doing 
that Mifchiefto himfelf, which at prefent he does 
not forefee. 

Do we not tie the hands of our Fricnds in De- 
liriums, and when under the. violence of a Dif- 
eafe,they are out of the Government themfelves ¢ 
Tf one walks about in his fleep, will he not thank 
Man that {tops him from falling down Stairs ? 

The Prince I am fpeaking of, feems to me 
like any of allthefe, and yet I am not wanting 
‘O my due Refpeét to his Charaéter. There have 
seen Proteftant Princes before now, that have 
Saccifced the Proteftant Religion, and all the 


Intereft of Europe, to French Power, to gratif 
a worfe Vice than Ambition. . 

How many Thoufand Gallant Exglifs Soldiers 
have been fent into France at the price of their 
Blood, to lay the Foundation of that French 
Power, which now requires more Thoufands of 
the fame Englifh Blood to pull down; but of 
this I fhall have occafion to be more Particular.

Religion in one Kingcom,at the price of pulling : |
